Wise Men Look About Before Buying 


W ashington, April 19.—Representa­ 
tive Hull of Iowa, chairman of the 
house cc imittee on military affairs, 
will introduce an administration bill, 
authorizing the president to issue a 
call for volunteers to the number of 
70,000 men. 
It will be considered im­ 
mediately by the committee, its pas­ 
sage expedited as rapidly as possible, 
and will take effect'immediately upon 
the president’s approval. 
Its terms will authorize the pres!-; 
dent to call en the various states for 
quotas in making up the aggregate. By 
reading in this way, instead of specif­ 
ically calling out the state militia, it 
will avoid several embarrassing tech­ 
nicalities, a main one being the con­ 
stitutional inhibition on sending state 
militia out of the country, while vol­ 
unteers so-called may be ordered any­ 
where. 
It is likely that if the situation de­ 
velops into such grave proportions as is 
now expected a second call for 100,000 
volunteers will be issued by the presi­ 
dent. 
The necessity for this number, 
however, is not clear to the military 
authorities at this time. The draft of 
the present war measure has just been 
framed by the war department officials 
and the leading members of the mili­ 
tary committee have already conferred 
with the war department. 
It is an­ 
nounced that a maximum of 80,000 vol­ 
unteers would be sufficient at this time.

London, April 19.—Th© Vienna cor­ 
respondent of the Times 
utters 
a 
warning against “exaggerated and mis­ 
leading reports respecting the action of 
the Austrian government and emper­ 
or.” He says: 
"It is not true that any very prom­ 
inent part has been taken by either the 
emperor or the government. Moreover, 
there has been, and can be, no ques­ 
tion of intervention.

Washington, April 19.—It is said at 
the state department 
that 
Minister 
Woodford has completed arrangements 
to leave Madrid at a moment’s notice. 
He has arranged to turn over the ar­ 
chives of the American legation and 
the interests of American subjects to 
the custody of the British diplomatic 
representatives at the capital. 
All that is needed in the way 
of 
preparation is the securing of pass­ 
ports, and these may be handed to him 
as soon as Spain learns that congress 
has passed the resolution 
directing 
forcible intervention in Cuba. 
It is not expected, however, that the 
Spanish 
government will take posi­ 
tive action in this matter until it re­ 
ceives the ultimatum from President 
McKinley. 
As this is expected to be 
sent today, Minister Woodford may 
be on his way home very shortly. 
Arrangements have also been made 
within the last few days to get all 
Americans out of Spain. 
The consuls 
have been kept fully advised of the 
strained relations between the

countries and have been counselled to 
be ready to leave their posts whenever 
notified to do so. 
All of these commercial representa­ 
tives are now ready to leave at once 
and they may abandon Spain as soon 
as the ultimatum is delivered at Mad­ 
rid.

The total failures in

against 92,647,445 in the correspond­ 
ing week of last year.

tablets. 
An exam ination of its con­ 
tents showed th at out of fifty tablets,

purchased 
yesterday, 
eighteen were missing, which was 
equal to four and a half grains of m or­ 
phine which the unfortunate woman 
is supposed to have taken.

“Second, That it is the duty of the 
United Staten to demand, and the gov­
